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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 



I. Claims 1 and 2-20, drawn to an improved transformation method of a plant 
comprising plant cells and a bacteria, classified in class 800, subclass 
294. 



II. Claims 1 and 21-22, drawn to an improved transformation method of a 
plant comprising different selection medium, classified in class 800, 
subclass 278. 



III. Claims 1 and 23-32, drawn to a improved transformation method of a plant 
wherein the cells becomes transformed with a gene encoding a 
pharmaceutical protein, classified in class 800, subclass 288. 



IV. Claims 33 -38, drawn to a B. juncea transformation method wherein 
various percentages of cells are transformed, classified in class 800, 
subclass 306. 
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V. Claims 39-41 , drawn to a B. juncea transformation method comprising 
Agrobacterium, wherein transgenic B. juncea are produced within a 
specified time period, classified in class 800, subclass 294. 



2. However, if Applicant chooses Group II, these claims are hereby restricted to 
different selection media from the group (S-1 - S-6) as listed in claim 21 . Applicant 
needs to elect one of these six media groups (S-1 - S-6) for further prosecution. 

To summarize, Applicant needs to choose one of Group I -V inventions. If 
Applicant chooses group II, Applicant also needs to choose one of group (S-1 - S-6) 
selection media. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 
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3. Groups l-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects. 

Group I inventions require distinct starting materials not required for any other 
group. These starting materials comprise any and all plants. 

Group II inventions require distinct materials and steps not required for any other group. 
These starting materials are the various different selection media set forth in claim 21 , 
and the different steps are those employing these selection media. 
Group III inventions require distinct starting materials not required for any other group. 
These starting materials comprise a gene encoding a pharmaceutical protein, and the 
different steps are those employing the gene encoding a pharmaceutical protein. 
Group IV inventions require distinct starting materials and steps not required for any 
other group. These starting materials comprise Agrobacterium, and the different steps 
are those leading to the production of different percentages of host cells transformed. 
Group V inventions require distinct starting materials and steps not required for any 
other group. These starting materials comprise Agrobacterium, and the different steps 
are those leading to the production of different transgenic plants in various timeframes, 
i.e. 3 months, 2 months or 1 month. 
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4. Claim 1 link(s) inventions I, II and III. The restriction requirement among the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 1 . Upon 
the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fuliy 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier.
